MOSCOW, April 15.—(UP)—~ 
Fighting between Japanese and soviet 
frontier patrols was renewed today 
on the Manchukuo-Siberia border, of- 
ficial dispatches from Khabarovsk re- 
ported. 

The latest friction occurred on Mos- 
sinsky Island in the Ussuri river, 
which as been Russian territory since 
the Peking treaty of 1761.

Governor Talmadge yesterday an- 
‘nounced the appointment of four su- 


perior court judges, two of them bis 
lewn appointees, to sit on the supreme 


court in judgment of the appealed ad- 
verse decision from the Fulton su- 
perior court on his ‘dictatorship’ of 
state finances. 

The judges appointed are Judges 
John Rourke, of Savannah, and Gor- 
don Knox, of Hazelhurst, who were 
appointed by the Governor, and Judges 
M. D. Dickerson, of Douglas, and 
Eschol Graham, of McRae. Judge 
Dickerson’s son, M. D. Dickerson Jr., 
was appointed by Talmadge to be so- 
licitor of the county court of Coffee 
county and his nephew, Glenn Dick- 
erson, was appointed by Talmadge to 
be judge of the city court of Valdosta. 
Judge Graham is a long time persona! 
kriend of the Governor's and is a 
brother of Mrs. Eva Graham Drew, 
the Governor's personal secretary. 

The four judges named will sit with 
Justice John B. Hutcheson, also a 
2 appointee, and Justice Mar- 
cus W. sek. They will replace four 
members "a the court who disqualified 
themselves, Chief Justice Richard B. 
Russell Sr., and Justices Price Gilbert, 
Samuel Atkinson and R. Bell. 

The chief justice and his three as- 
sociates disqualified themselves be- 
cause relatives own stock in banks 
affected by the litigation.

UF DUCES TROOPS 


Reach Addis Ababa, 
Capital, in Short Time. 


ROME, April 15.—(#)—lItaly’s ex- 
peditionary force in Africa was on the 
high road te Addis Ababa following 
the fall of the strategic city of Dessye, 
fascists claimed tonight. 

(The Ethiopian government official. 
ly denied Dessye had been taken.) 

Premier Mussolini ordered flags dis- 
played throughout the kingdom to- 
morrow in celebration of the unop- 


posed capture of Dessye, former field 
headquarters of Emperor Haile Se 
lassie, by the northern army. 

— hie of Addis Ababa, the 
capit and the remaining heart of 
the African empire was considered 
by fascists to be only a question of 
days. 

Military sources said there was a 
possibility that Marshal Pietro Bad- 
oglio, commander-in-chief, would or- 
ganize a vast motor column for 
swift drire along the road between 
Dessye and the capital. 

Road in Good Condition. 

The road was described as a good 
one and Addis Ababa lies only 175 
miles from the Italian treoops—by far 
the closest they have been to the 
empire’s center since the war began 

Crowds gathered i Colonna square 
and in Venezia square, in front of — 
mier Mussolini's palace, tonight for a 
big victory demonstration. 

“The days of the Ethiopian empire 
are numbered,” said the correspond- 
ent of the Stefani (Italian) 
Agency. 

A communique from the veteran 
Marshal Badoglio said tersely: 

Our troops entered Dessye this 
morning. 

The titallan native troops, despite 
bad weather and bad roads, made the 
125 miles from Lake Ashangi to Des- 
sye in nine days.

Definite indication that he will at- 
tempt to defeat Senator Richard B. 
Russell Jr., and members of the Geor- 
gia delegation in the house of repre- 
sentatives was given yesterday by 


Governor Talmadge when he attacked | 
the state’s delegation for failure to 
obtain release of Georgia's federal 
highway money. 

Since he suspended George B. Ham- 
ilton as state treasurer and appointed | 
J. B. Daniel, de facto treasurer, the 
federal Bureau of Public Roads has 
declined to recognize Talmadge's set- 
up and withhed road mgney from the 
state, bringing about practically sus- 


The Governor's attack on the deie- 
gation came in a speech he delivered 
to members of the state democratic 
executive committee at a luncheon 
given by Hugh Howell, chairman of 
the committee; at the Ansley hotel. 
The Governor did not appear at the 
committee session but joined in the 
luncheon which followed. The com- 
mittee, at its meeting, adopted with- 
out discussion during the closing min- 
utes of the session, a resolution charg- 
ing the withholding of the road 
money was illegal and was being done 
for political purposes. 

“Will Attend to Them.” 

“Mark these words,” the Governor 
said. “Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace is the only man in Washington 
who could withhold that money from 
Georgia and he wouldn’t do so if the 
Georgia senators and congressmen had 
not told him to. And we will attend 
to them in Georgia this summer.” 

Chairman W. E. Wilburn, of the 
State Highway Board, last week wrote 
members of the Georgia delegation 
urging that they obtain release of the 
highway money. He said he had re- 
ceived formal replies from several con- 
gressmen but that no action had been 
taken as far as he knew. 

“The money we are due is not fed- 
eral money but money paid into the 
United States treasury by the people 
of Georgia.” the Governor said. “The 
government has no worry about the 
way it is spent. It checks and double 
checks every expenditure before the 
money is turned loose.” 

Observers saw in the 
speech a planned effort to unseat 
members of the delegation. Inasmuch 
as Senator Russell is the only senator 
up for re-election, some of his hear-

EIGHT MEN ARRESTED

Part of $590,000 in Securi- 
ties Recovered by U. S. 
Agents, Hoover Says. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—(/)—

Explorer Plants U. 8. Flag 
on Area of 350,000 Square 
Miles in Antarctic. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—(7)— 
Title to the last bit of unpossessed 
land on the earth's surface formally 
was claimed today for the United 
States by Lincoln Ellsworth, baek from 
the antarctic. 

Speaking before the National Geo- 
graphic Society, the explofer of both 
— regions said that under State 

epartment permission he and his 
pilot, Herbert Hollick-Kenyon, had 
planted the American flag on an area 
of about 350,000 square miles, larger 
than Texas and Oklahoma combined, 
between the Soth and 120th meridians 
west longitude. 

In addition, Elleworth declared to- 
night the flight produced strong new 
evidence that the Andes mountains of 
South America continue in an un- 
broken chain under the polar seas to 
antarctica and extend across the south 
polar continént, and tended to confirm 
the belief that antarctica is a single 
continent. 

The explorer received today from 
President Roosevelt the Hubbard gold 


medal of the Geographic Society for 


his heroic and extraordinary achieve- 
ments in arctic and antarctic explora- 
tion 1925-1936.” 

Elisworth said the antarctic flight, 
which began November 28; 1935, tov- 
ered 2,340 miles, or about the dis- 
tance from Washington te Los An- 
geles, 1,750 miles of which was in 
exploration hops over Antarctica. 


Four stops were made en route to 


Little America, the base camp of Ad- 
miral Richard F. Byrd's explorations. 
he reported, and 22 days were required 
for the trip, only 20 hours and 15 min- 
utes of which were speut in the air.

Senate Delays Impeachment Vote 
On Ritter Case Until Tomorrow 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—(/)— 
Nearly four hours of secret delibera- 
tion today failed to bring the senate 
to the balloting stage in the impeach- 
ment trial of Federal Judge Halsted 
L. Ritter, of Florida, and weary sen- 
| ate-jurors decided to defer the return- 
ing of a verdict until Friday. 

Senate doors and galleries, closed 


to the ‘press and public and all par- 
ties to the case at 12:08 p. m., finally 
were opened again at 4:45 this after- 
noon, Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
the majority floor leader, then an- 
nounced that the secret deliberations 
would continue tomorrow with an 
agreement to vote the following day. 

The deliberations probably will be 
concluded early tomorrow, but Robin- 
son said because of the “enforced ab- 
sence” of many senators, who wanted 
to be recorded, a decision would not 
be reached until Friday, possibly soon 
after the senate meets at noon. 

Points Questioned. 
Authoritative reports emanating 
from the senate chamber said more 
than a score of the “jurors” partici- 
pated in the closed-door discussion. 
Several lawyers amd former judges, 
now serving: in the senate, were re- 
vealéd to have raised questions of 
constitutional law. 

Unlike a legislative session, senators 
were permitted to smoke. 

The whole proceeding was described 
as extremely informal, much like 
those of a regular court jury debat- 
ing a case. There was much more 
freedom of action, however. Senators 
were in and out of the chamber as 
on legislative days, but refused to 
predict the outcome.

A large number of committee mem 
bers who previously had announced 
their support of President Roosevelt 
and his policies voted for the Tal- 
madge resolution and against the reso- 
lution sponsored by the Roosevelt 
forces. 

Governor Talmadge did not attend 
the committee meeting. The floor work 
for his program was handled by Judge 
Mann and Senator James H. Skelton, 
of Hartwell, who publicly has an- 
nounced his support of the President. 
After the meeting the Governor ad- 
dressed the committee members at a 
luncheon and declared that there never 
was any doubt that the “Georgia de- 
qmocracy would do the right thing.” 

95 Members Attend. 

The meeting, which was on the 
Ansley hotel roof, was well attended. 
Ninety-five members, out of a total of 
130, answered the call of the roll, In 
addition to Chairman Hugh Howell, 
the vice chairman, Senator Skelton 
and Milton L. Fleetwood, of Carters- 
ville, National Committeewoman Su- 
sie Tillman Moore, of Tifton; Mrs. 
Eleanor Orr Roan, of Palmetto, sec- 
retary, and Andrew J. Kingery, of 
Summit, assistant secretary, were in 
attendance. 

As soon as the committee session 
opened Hugh J. Rowe, of Athens, who 
also is chairman of the Clarke county 
committee, obtained the floor to an- 
nounee he had a resolution calling for 
a primary. He yielded to Judge Mann, 
however, when the McRae leader pre- 
sented the resolution to be sponsored 
by the Talmadge majority. 

Then Ernest Camp, Monroe editor, 
rose to present the Roosevelt resolu- 
tion sponsored by himself, Judge Newt 
A. Morris, of Marietta, and Tate 
Wright, of Athens. It differed from 
the Talmadge resolution in that it 
provided for the balloting May 5 in- 
stead of June 3, fixed the entrance 
fees at $1,000 instead of $10,000, and 
provided further that the results 
should be ratified by a convention 
rather than the state committee. 

State Primary Plans. 

The Talmadge resolution provided 
for a meeting of the committee on 
June 17 to certify the results, name 
the delegates and to plan for the reg- 
ular biennial state primary in Septem- 
ber. No mention of the state primary 
was made in the Camp-Morris-Wright 
resolution.

„4. The chairman and secretary of 
this committee shall prepare an offi- 
cial ballot, containing the names of all 
qualified candidates for the presiden- 
ital nominations, in so far as Georgia is 
concerned, and forward the same to 
the chairman of each county commit- 
tee at least 10 days before the date 
of said primary, and such chairman 
shall make proper distribution of such 
ballots to the managers selected to 
hold the said primary election. 

Qualifications. 

„I. No person shall be deemed & 
candidate in said primary unless he 
is legally qualified to become the 
president of the United States, and 
is a valid member and adherent of 
the democratic party in both state 
and national politics, and pays the as- 
sessment hereinafter prescribed by the 
time hereinafter named. The voter 
shall erase from the ballot the names 
of those persons for whom he does 
not desire to vote, leaving on said bal- 
lot only the name of that person for 
whom he desires to vote.

Marion H. Allen, President Roose- 
velt’s Georgia campaign manager, last 
night hailed the ordering of a presiden- 
tial preferential primary as a surren- 


der on the part of the Roosevelt op- 


position in Georgia and announced 
that friends of the President in two 
Georgia counties, Hancock and Jasper, 


already had pledged $100 each toward 
getting up the entry fee of $10,000. 


“The $10,000 fee is high but the 
friends of the President will put it 
up,” the campaign manager declared. 
“Already two counties have come for- 


ward and voluntarily pledged $100 
each. 


We will have it all in a day 


or two.“ 
Allen Statement. 
Campaign Manager Allen's state- 


ment on the action of the committee 
follows: q 


To the democrats of Georgia: 

A militant and aroused democracy 
in Georgia won a great victory in 
Atlanta today. I congratulate them. 

The opposition to President Roose- 
velt has capitulated and surrendered 
by the state committee granting a 
presidential preferential primary—a 
thing which the Roosevelt forces have 
insisted upon from the very begin- 
ning. Except for an aroused opinion, 
as expresed by the action of more 
than 40 county democratic commit- 
tees, the public press, the Roosevelt 
clubs, and the people generally, in 
my opinion, we would have had no 
primary, and the right of suffrage 
would have been denied to the people. 


Surrender in Poor Grace. 

The surrender, however, was in 
part with poor grace. The obvious- 
ly excessive and unprecedented en- 
trance fee of $10,000 required of can- 
didates for the presidency cannot be 
justified. It is more than twice the 
sum ever required in any state in 
the Union, and ten times more than 
Georgia usually exacts. Heretofore 
the fee in Georgia generally has been 
not more than $1,000. If every state 
followed Georgia. a candidate for the 
presidency would be required to lay 
out approximately one-half million 
dollars to qualify. This action can- 
not. be justified. Only men of great 
wealth, under such a plan, could 
qualify throughout the country. 

Be of good cheer, however. That 
great humanitarian and friend of the 
people, now in the White House, 
through his friends in Georgia, will 
see to it that he qualifies with rea- 
sonable promptness. About that there 
will be no mistake, and he and his 
friends will continue. a campaign’ in 
Georgia that will result in a great 
democratie victory on June 3 if an- 
other candidate qualifies also. 

Dangers of Plan. 

I must point out, however, some of 
the dangers that are in the plan now 
adopted by the state committee. The 


unreasonable entrance fee which will 
disqualify candidates of moderate 
means; 

2—By setting aside party prece- 
dent in refusing a state convention 
controlled by the people who have 
been victorious in the election. The 
committee insists upon declaring the 
result, commissioning the delegates to 
the national convention. 

3—By. the state committee filling 
vacancies in the delegation to the na- 
tional convention. That is not the 
office of the state committee but un- 
der party precedent and long-estab- 
lished custom is the province of the 
delegation selected to represent. the 
state in the national convention. 

Notwithstanding the unpreeedented 
action in the partieulars pointed out, 
the Roosevelt people in Georgia are 
much gratified that the will of the 
people with respect to a primary 
election has not been defeated. 

Contributions Urged. 

„The people of Georgia do not 
want this great financial burden otf 
roviding the exhorbitant entrance 
ee to be borne by the President 
alone. I urge the people sympa- 
thetic with the Roosevelt administra- 
tion to forward their contributions 
promptly to Roosevelt headquarters 
in Atlanta to assist in raising this 


fee. 

The rules adopted today provide 
that if only one candidate for the 
presidency qualifies, the entrance fee 
shall be returned, A careful and ac- 
curate record will be preserved in 
our state headquarters of all con- 
tributions—large and small—with the 
name and address of each contribu- 
tor. 

If no one should contest with 
President Roosevelt in Georgia, each 
contributor may be assured that 1 
will see to it that each contribution 
is promptly returned after the en- 
tries are closed. 

Forces Grateful. 


Without the aid of those strong, 


democrats and loyal Roosevelt sup- 
porters on the state committee de- 
manding that the rights of the peo- 
ple be respected, this great victory 
would not have been possible, 1 
want them to know that the or- 
ganized Roosevelt forces as well as 
the President himself, will be ever- 
lastingly grateful to them for the 
splendid courage which they showed 
at the committee meeting and in their 
activities before the meeting was 
held. 

Again congratulating the democra-

23 Business Houses Destroy-

DEMOTTE, Ind., April 15.—(/)— 
Firt swept through 23 business houses 
and a residence here tonight, causing 
damage estimated at $300,000. A high 
wind fanned the flames, the origin of 
which was undetermined. 

Demotte is in Jasper county in the 
northwestern corner of the state. 

The fire started in a warehouse of 
the Al Knosky Lumber Company and 
quickly spread to two other buildings. 
A wind from the northwest picked up 
the embers and spread them over the 
business area of the town, setting fire 
to other buildings. 

Demotte haé no water supply and 

citizens of the town made a futile ef- 
fort to halt the spread of the blaze 
by forming bucket brigades. 
Fire fighting equipment from Low- 
el], Crown Point, Hebron, Schneider, 
Wheatfield and Rensselear also 4n- 
swered a call but the firemen were 
forced to haul water to the scene 
and then pump it onto the flames. 

Dozens of roof fires were started in 
the residential district by flying em- 
bers before the blaze spent itself. Resi- 
dents climbed to the top of their 
homes, soaking the roofs with water, 
and in many places household furni- 
ture was carried to the street in the 
belief the entire town would be de- 
stroyed. 

A school, a church, a bank and a 
hotel were the only major buildings 
left standing in the business district. 

During the height of the fire it was 
necessary to close Rgad 152, which 
passes through the center of the busi- 
ness area, but late tonight state po- 
lice again allowed motorists to pass 
through the community. :

Attempt Made To Kill Two

A theory that the person who sought 


to poison two high school students 
was prompted by jealousy over affec- 


tions of a schoolgirl was projected by 
police tonight. 

Sheriff W. B. Gibson, investigating 
the attempt to murder Smiley Allen 
and Noma Cason, revealed he is seek- 


ing a man who assertedly threatened 
young Allen several months ago. 

Refusing to reveal the name of the 
suspect, the sheriff said the threats 
were made out of jealousy over affec- 
tions of a girl. He believed the poison 
attempt was directed chiefly at Allen 
and that Cason was poisoned inei- 
dentally. 

Young Cason, a freshman student, 
was recovering in a hospital from se- 
rious internal burns. He swallowed 
the poison in a sandwich. Allen, a 
senior, escaped a similar attack when 
he noticed the milk packed with his 
lunch had a peculiar odor. Investiga- 
tion revealed two previous attempts to 
poison Allen. 

Sheriff Gibson revealed that Allen 
had “kept company” with the girl sev- 
eral weeks and a rival reportedly had 
threatened reprisals. The sheriff, how- 
ever, said he had been unable to learn 
whether the suspect was in Leesburg 
yesterday when the attempt was made. 

Af the University of Florida, Dr. A. 
P. Black, member of the chemistry 
faculty, today determined the poison 
introduced into the lunches was not 
common household lye as at first was 
believed. He was unable as yet to de- 
termine what the type was but expect- 
ed to announce his findings tomorrow.

The prefect of police at Oradea 
gave u telephonic account of the birth, 
asserting that two couples of the 
quintuplets were joined like “Siamese 
twins.” He added that their features 
were ubpormal and that little hope 
was held that they would live. ’ 

Physicians and scientists here, im- 
meusely interested in the reports, 
planned a thorough investigation. 

A newspaper reporter vouched for 
the strange birth, sending the eirst re- 
ports here. He said the quintuplets, 
two boys and three girls, were born 


to 25-year-old Mrs. Maria Ljnguraru, ' 


a gypsy, a short while aftér she had 
goue to work in the fields today, near 


Hodos, in the Bjhor district of Tran- 


sylvania. 
Since there was not time fo sum- 

mon a physician, the husband, Alex- 

ander Ljnguraru, aided in the deliv- 


ery, he said.

(Medical records show that the 
Dionne sisters of Callander, Ontario, 
now nearly two years old and world 
famous, are the only quintuplets of 
authenticated record who have lived 
that long.

“A committee of three shall be ap- 
pointed by the chairman of this com- 
mittee to prepare an official ballot 
containing the names of all qualified 
candidates for the presidential nomina- 
tion in so far as Georgia is concerned 
and forward the same to the chairman 
of each county committee, at least five 
days before the date of said primary ;

“The candidate who receives the 
highest number of votes in each coun- 
ty shall be considered to have carried 
that county and entitled to the ful!

ber of popular votes in said county, 
the county unit vote in such county 
shall be equally divided between the 
candidates so tying. 

“Delegates to the state convention 
shall be selected by the candidates (or 
the person appointed by the candidate 
in writing) from the counties carried 
by said candidate in such primary and 
under the candidate’s signature (or 
under the signature of the person thus 
appointed by such candidate) with the 
co-operation of the county chairman 
on the ratio of two for each of said 
county’s representative in the house 
of representatives, with an equal num- 
ber of alternates; such delegates shall 
be instructed to cast the vote of such 
counties for the successful candidate 
in such counties for the presidential 
nomination. No county shall be en- 
titled to more delegates than votes to 
which it is entitled in the convention 
with a like number of alternates. In 
event any county in the state fails to 
hold a primary election in conformity 
with this resolution. the candidate 
who receives a majority of the county 
unit votes in the primary shall have 
the right to select delegates and alter- 
nates from those counties.not holding 
primary elections. such selections to 
be made as provided by this resolu- 
tion. 

Purpose of Primary. 


“The purpose of the primary elec- 
tion being to determine the will of the 
members of the party in Georgia as to 
the candidate for the presidential nom- 
ination and party policies that will so 
nearly as is ascertained, be con- 
formed with and adhered to. The one 
entitled to receive a majority of the 
unit votes for the nomination sought 
shall be declared the person entitled 
to the vote of Georgia in the na- 
tional democratic convention to be 
held in the city of Philadelphia, Pa., 
on June 23, 1936, for the presiden- 
tial nomination; and, in the absence 
of delegates to the state convention 
hereinafter provided for, the unit vote 
of all counties carried by each can- 
didate shall be counted for such can- 
didate. If any two persons receive 
or are entitled to receive the same 
number of unit votes for any nomi- 
nation the one who receives the larg- 
est number of popular votes in such 
primary shall be declared the nomi- 
nee. 

“Each candidate entering the said 
presidential primary shall, on or be- 
fore 12 o'clock, noon, central stand- 
ard time, April 25, 1936, pay to the 
chairman or secretary of this commit- 
tee, in person or by registered mail. 
an assessment of one thousand dol- 
lars ($1,000) which payment shall 
be accompanied by a statement signed 
by the candidate of his desire to have 
his name placed upon the official bal- 
lot. This entrance fee is intended to 
cover only the cost of printing and 
distributing ballots. and not to cover 
the expense of holding primaries in 
the several counties, and the assess 
ments so collected shall be used for 
such purpose. In the event of the 
death of any qualified candidate in 
such primary between the date of the 
closing of the entries and 10 days 
prior to the date of the primary, the

Route 17 was reported open 
throughout Georgia today, but closed 
at some points’ in South Carolina.
